* Is recorded in the public prints that President-elect 
McKinley read President Cleveland’s message to Con- 
gress ‘*more carefully than he ordinarily reads anything ; ” 
and that the reading of the paragraphs devoted to the tariff ‘‘ was ac- 
companied by a peculiar facial expression” indicating disbelief in the 
arguments used. A habit of reticence formed during the late campaign 
seems to have prevented a fuller disclosure of his views, and whether he 
has caught or missed the meaning of the contest through which we have 
just passed is not yet known. It is possible that he still believes the 
American people are eating the husks of repentance for having once 
repudiated his tariff bill; but, if he is really alive to the lessons of the 
election, he must be firm in the conviction that the currency, rather than 
the tariff, has the first claim upon his attention. Our financial and banking 
system is admittedly defective; and until its evils are remedied it is bound 
to remain a fair mark for all hare-brained reformers, amateur millennium- 
makers and the day-dreamers of socialism. It is conventional to account 
these elements a small force; yet, when it is remembered that they 
mustered six million on last election day, it should be seen that there is 
no time to lose in bringing about a radical reform of our currency system. 
If Mr. McKinley and his aids get promptly to this work and do it well, 
there will be no free-silver scare four years hence, for a majority of last 
November’s Bryanites will be made thereby to see their error. But if 
there is to be only paltering and evasion and no real currency reform, 
then it is just as certain, not only that the six million Bryanites will be 
confirmed in their heresy, but that their ranks will be swelled by hordes 
of disgusted or disheartened deserters from the Sound Money camp. Mr. 
McKinley has been elected by Sound Money Democrats. They voted for 
him not as a Protectionist but as the champion of honest money, rightly 
conceiving the tariff to be a minor affair that could be adjusted after the 
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danger was past. If he is wise he will take this view for his own, and 
defer any tariff tinkering he may have in mind until the country’s more 
pressing need has been met. For, unless the Republican party can point 
to adequate currency reforms in 1900, both it and the country will be in 
a bad way.

cheerfully admit the truth and justice of his words. He has not ignored 
or underestimated the widespread sympathy which our people, as individu- 
als, feel for the Cuban cause; yet he has not allowed the clamor of loose 
talk to confuse his notions of our responsibility as a nation. Not the least 
glowing praise which future historians will accord him, we think, will be 
that for his courage, wisdom and tact in keeping us free from international 
complications. And a significant proof that he has been courageous, wise 
and tactful lies in the approval of his course which his late detractors are 
now forced to show.

HE RECENT trial in this city of an Italian girl who 
had killed her faithless lover shows that the tak- 
ing of expert testimony at murder trials has come to 
be a poor farce. The Alienist has his legitimate place in any enlightened 
system of criminal jurisprudence, but that place must be one of absolute 
freedom from the influence of either State or defendant. At present he is 
at the service of either for hire, and it is a matter of professional pride 
with him to establish whatever his employer wishes. Hired by the State 
he is prepared to testify that the murderer was of sound mind when the 
act was committed. Hired by the defence he is ready to prove that the 
prisoner was irresponsible. The murderer hires a trio of experts and the 
State, not to be outpointed, hires a like number. They contradict each 
other flatly on the witness stand. The result is that the jury, in addition 
to passing on the legitimate evidence in the case, must determine which 
set of experts lied. This is not only an imposition on all concerned, but 
it may easily work a grave injustice to an accused person, since his fate 
must often depend upon which side has secured the most capable perjurers. 
If this abuse is let to run it will give every criminal the privilege of buying 
his acquittal.
